These Are The. Latest Models Available To Industry | 


The packaging machinery field 
harbors a strange paradox. 

Canadian packagers are slowly 
swinging toward automatic ma- 
chines to save time, money. In 
fact, use of machines has doubled 
in four years. 

The packagers depend on for- 
eign-made packaging machinery 
for 98% of their needs 

Yet, our own Canadian ma-} 
chinery-makers depend on cx- 
ports to maintain production and 
specialization. 

Despite its apparent conflicts 
the packaging machinery ficld is 
one of the industry's biggest 
growth sectors. 

Two Canadian firms are manu- 
facturing packaging machinery— 
Phin Co. and Delamere & Wil- 
liams, both of Toronto. 

Although there is a growing 
domestic demand for their ma-} 
chines, the two firms depend in| 
large measure on exports, espec- 
ially to Latin America and the 
U. S. 


Phin, Canada’s largest agent for

Post that the number of machines 
in use in. Canada has more than 
doubled in the last four years. 

The key to this trend: replacing 
personnel. with machines. 

It is estimated that the average 
packaging operator’s cost to in- 
dustry runs about $1.70 an hour, 
complete. 

When a semi-automatic or 
automatic packaging machine re- 
places an operator, industry saves 
about $3,000 a year if the machine 
works daily, it’s claimed. 

Strongest bidder for the Cana- 
dian packager'’s dollar isthe U.S 
British and German firms vie for 
the balance. 

Here are some of the newest 
machines offered to Canadian 
industry: 

Delamere & Williams Co., To- 
ronto: 

This firm makes fast packag- 
ing machines, mostly for export 
to the U. S. Company alse devcl- 
oped continuous motion machin- 
ery for the packaging industry. 


Despite stiff competition from 
U. S. firms and tariffs, the firm 
has been able to hold a solid U.S 
market. 

Among its newest develop- 
ments: 

—Rotopax — Mode! “J” — han- 
dies automatically the multiple 
operations of carton feeding, set- 
ting up of carton, sealing flaps, 
measuring and filling product into 
cartons and glue sealing the top 
flaps 

It will soon be available with 
inbuilt scales, handling up to 300 
cartons per minute. It is being 
used to package soaps and deter- 
gents, but can handle granulated 
sugar, rice, raisins, beans, peas 
etc. Approximate cost: $70,000 

—Rotorex—Model LF—was de- 
signed for tea-bag forming, fill- 
ing and sealing at speeds up to 
300 per minute. This unit may be 
equipped for production of tag- 
ged or untagged packets. It has 
an inbuilt heat sealing ut it. 

Among new uses and adapta- 
tions of this machine are contem- 
plated sugar bags to be used with 
tea or coffee in restaurants and 
instant tea as well as instant 
coffee, which will be packed in 
polyethylene bags. An adjustment 
for table-cream bags is also on 
the drawing board 

A cheap carton-forming ma- 


chine for one size only will be 


available soon. It is operated en- 
tirely by air and has a capacity 
of 25 to 35 bags or cartons pei 
minute.
